By  the  death  of  Mr.  J.B.  Leaver,  the  Joint  Committee 
suffered  the  loss  of  an  able  chairman.  He  worked  keenly 
and  conscientiously  for  the  advancement  of  Public  Health. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  area  increased  from 
43, 4-80  to  43,850;  an  increase  equal  twice  the  natural 
increase,  though  there  was  variation  from  district  to  district. 

The  rateable  value  of  all  districts  increased,  and  is 
now  equivalent  to  a  sum  of  £18  per  house  over  the  whole  area. 

The  number  of  births  was  almost  equal  to  that  of  1949, 
and  the  birth-rate  (16.42)  compares  favourably  with  that  for 
Angland  and  Wales  (15.8).  The  rate  was  highest  in  the  two 
more  populous  and  lowest  in  the  two  smaller  districts . 

Deaths  increased  from  495  to  507,  hut  the  death-rate 
(11.56)  remains  fractionally  less  than  that  for  Angland  and 
Wales  (11.6). 

It  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  record  a  decrease  in  infant 
deaths  from  22  to  12,  and  that  the  Tenterden  Borough  again  had 
none  .  75%  of  these  deaths  were  in  infants  of  under  4  weeks  old. 

Illegitimate  births  are  approximately  6%  of  live  births,  but 
there  were  no  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants,  under  1  year  of 
age,  in  any  of  the  districts. 

Deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  increased  30%  ^4 
notifications  also  30%,  and  these  still  tend  to  fall  into  the 
higher  age  groups  .  There  were  no  deaths  from  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis . 


Deaths/ 
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Deaths  from  cancer  showed  some  increase  and  the  number 
is  above  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years,  if  one 
exceptionally  high  year  is  excluded. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  there  were  no  deaths 
from  diphtheria. 

Deaths  from  pneumonia  were  30%  less  than  194-9* 

There  were  no  deaths  from  puerperal  sepsis. 

A  large  amount  of  repair  work, revealed  by  the  Hural 
Housing  Survey,  remains  to  be  done  when  times  and  conditions 
allow . 


Improvements  in  sewage  disposal  methods  are  sorely 
needed  in  many  parts  of  the  area,  but  in  these  difficult 
times,  it  will  be  long  before  these  improvements  can  take 
place . 


Further  extensions  to  water  supplies  are  taking  place. 
Springs  and  wells  remain  unsatisfactory  in  quality  though  not 
so  insufficient  in  quantity  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Sellers  of  ice  cream  have  increased  three-fold  in  the 
last  three  years,  involving  a  visit  every  other  working  day 
during  the  year. 

Model  Bye-laws  for  the  handling  and  wrapping  of  Food 
have  been  adopted. 

I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  helpful 
co-operation  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  at  all  times.

The  birth  rate  over  the  whole  area  has  been  well 
maintained,  showing  only  a  slight  decrease  on  the  previous 
year,  and  it ^compares  favourably  with  that  for  Lngland 
and  dales  (I3.8). 

There  was  a  slight  increase  of  deaths  in  the  area, 
Cranbrook  dural  showing  an  increase  and  Maidstone  dural 
a  decrease . 


The  death  rate  was  slightly  less  than  the  year  before 
and  is  fractionally  less  than  that  for  Lngland  and  dales 
(11.6).

It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  deaths  for  1930  is 
below  the  average  in  all  districts  and  is  only  3 2 %  of  the 
average  for  the  whole  area. 

Nevertheless  these  infant  deaths  remain  relatively 
high  in  the  Tenterden  dural  District . 

Of  the  twelve  deaths  in  this  year,  75%  were  under  4  weeks 
-and  in  the  Tenterden  xiural  District  all  were. 

Illegitimate  births  are  about  6%  of  live  births,  but 
there  were  no  infant  deaths  among  them. 


Deaths  from  tuberculosis  showed  an  increase  of  33 % 
over  those  of  the  previous  year;  but  all  the  increase 
was  in  the  Tenterden  dural  District  which,  however,  had 
no  deaths  from  this  cause  the  year  before. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis .

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Deaths  from  cancer  increased  by  12%  and  was  ,-just  above  the 
average  of  the  five  preceding  years  (if  one  excludes  the 
year  1948  which  had  an  exceptionally  high  figure  -  102) .

Six 
parishes  have  existing  works.  Coxheath  -  Last  Parleigh  have 
92  premises  connected.  All  Council  houses  erected  during 
the  year  are  connected  to  main  sewers.  A  new  scheme  for 
sewage  disposal  works  for  Linton  brave  been  approved  by  the 
Council,  but  not  yet  carried  out."

kerosene  during  hop-picking. 

Cranbrook  A.D.  Two  samples  were  taken  from  an  open-air  swimming 
pool  and  were  found  unsatisfactory.  The  result  was 
not  surprising  as  the  water  looked  unsatisfactory  and 
the  bottom  of  the  pool  could  not  be  seen  even  at  the 
shallow  end.  It  has  been  shown  that  the  method  used 
to  purify  the  water,  i.e,  by  adding  a  chlorine 
preparation  direct  to  the  bulk  water  in  the  bath 
is  unsatisfactory.  Too  infrequent  changing  of  the 
water  added  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  in  which 
it  was  found.  The  use  of  the  pool  by  the  public 
was  stopped.

There  is  a  considerable  improvement  in  the  results  of  examination 
of  samples  of  the  first  three  categories,  i  .e .  13.6%,  25%  and 
7.4 %  respectively,  as  against  45%  11%  and  19%  last  year. 

In  these  three  categories,  however,  only  a  quarter  of  the 
number  of  samples  were  taken.  Formerly,  sampling  at  the 
point  of  production  was  included. 
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There  was  a  30%  increase  in  the  numbers  registered  for  the 
sale  of  ice  cream  during  the  year.  The  numbers  have  trebled 
in  three  years.

There  were  considerably  less  numbers  of  notifications  as  compared 
with  the  year  before  (25  -  489  -  205  -  79  -  798)  ° 

Special  precautions  were  taken  following  notice  of  an  influx 
of  child  contacts  with  cases  of  smallpox  in  a  nearby  county. 

A  case  of  ;,Q,"  fever  (an  atypical  pneumonia  due  to  virus 
infection)  occurred  in  the  Oranbrook  Aural  District.  It  was 
treated  by  the  Practitioner  in  attendee e  with  Aureomycin  with 
immediate  effect. 

There  were  two  outbreaks  of  ’food  poisoning’  in  the  Oranbrook 
Aural  District.  In  the  first,  six  cases  occurred  in  a  school. 

The  organism  -  salmonella  Aertryche  -  was  isolated  from  the  stools 
of  patients,  but  no  food  was  incriminated. 

In  the  second,  in  which  the  organism  was  not  identified,  five 
cases  occurred  in  one  household.  None  of  the  patients  agreed 
to  allow  their  faeces  to  be  examined,  and  no  food  was  incriminated . 
Three  returned  to  their  home  near  Dorking  and  information  was 
passed  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  that  area.

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The  model  bye-laws  as  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
have  been  adopted  by  the  Authorities  in  the  area.  This  has 
considerably  strengthened  the  position  in  suoervision  of  the 
handling  and  wrapping  of  food.  There  ought  to  be  more 
restriction  on  the  selling  of  root  vegetables,  liable  to  cause 
dust,  in  the  same  premises  as  the  sale  of  such  foods  as  meat. 

There  was  very  little  infectious  disease  notified  from  the 
hop  camps .
